Minneapolis Has Her Third Great Blaze 
and Loses $ 350,000—Phillips Still 
Girdled by Flames But Begins to 
Emulate the Phoenix—Many Forest 
Fires. 


F o r t D o d g e , la ., July 3 1—Fifteen 
business bouses were destroyed by 
fire, caused by a lamp explosion early 
this morning. 
The dryness of the 
roofs made the fire hard to conquer. 
M in n e a p o l is , 
Minn., 
July 31.—A 
spark 
from a passing 
locomotive 
started a fire in the large lum beryard 
of the Shevlin-Carpenter company on 
the w est river bank yesterday after­ 
noon. 
It proved to be the third big 
blaze in the history of the city. 
It 
destroyed 25,000,000 feet of lumber, 
the office of the Shevlin-Carpenter 
company, and tw enty-five freight cars, 
the round-house, and the gas works of 
the Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis and 
Omaha 
railway 
company. 
The 
loss 
is 
§500,000, 
and 
the 
in­ 
surance 
w ill 
amount to 
§350,000. 
The lumber yard is located between 
the railroad tracks and the river, ex­ 
tending from Fourth avenue north to 
Eighth avenue north. 
On the other 
side of the tracks are a long line of 
warehouses and the Star elevator, an 
immense structure 150 feet high, cov­ 
ered w ith corrugated iron, and the 
Omaha freight house, 
a 
one-story 
structure, a block in length. 
At the 
lower end of the lumber yard stand 
the She vim -Carpenter company’s big 
sawmill, planing mill, dry kiln, office 
and the Brush Electric Light plant. 
A block away across the street is the 
power plant of the street railway 
company, covering a quarter of a block. 
The fire 
started shortly after 3 
o’clock and owing to the long drouth, 
rendering everything dry as tinder, 
spread with alarming rapidity. 
A 
strong northwest wind was blowing 
which swept the fire down the river 
toward the sawmill. 
The entire fire 
departm ent was soon on hand and 
seven engines came from St. Paul in 
response to a call for aid. 
At 4:30 the Omaha roundhouse was 
on fire and only with the greatest 
difficulty were a dozen engines got out 
and run down the track. 
Meantime 
a line of freight cars caught fire and 
the efforts of the company were di­ 
rected to saving them. 
All were 
hauled away but twenty-five, some of 
which were loaded with merchandise. 
The 
roundhouse 
was 
totally de­ 
stroyed. 
About 5 o’clock two gas tanks near 
the roundhouse exploded with a ter­ 
rific roar, stampeding the crowd and 
spreading the fire. 
Soon after the 
boiler of a stationary engine exploded 
and several men had narrow escapes 
from instant death. 
About 5:30, just 
w hen it seemed that the fire would 
sweep down into the business district, 
the wind shifted, and the danger was 
practically over. 
Only by the alm ost to §25,000, 
superhuman efforts were the Omaha 
offices, the big warehouses, and the 
Star elevator saved. 
The total loss to the Shevlin-Car­ 
penter company, as estim ated by mem­ 
bers of the company, is §200, OOO. 
The 
insurance is §130,000. 
The company 
is unable just now to give detail in­ 
surance. 
The Omaha losses are esti­ 
mated by that company at §200,000, 
covered by blanket insurance. 
Other 
losses are estimated at §100,000, par­ 
tially covered by insurance. 
There were no fatalities. 
Employes 
of the railroad company, at the risk 
o f their lives, w ith faces and hands 
blistered by the fearful heat, 
rushed 
into the fiercest of the flames to save 
the dead locomotives and the cars, 
many of them em erging from the sea 
of flame charred and damaged by the 
fire through which they were brought 1 
Incoming and outgoing trains were 
delayed several hours, the fire being 
adjacent and within a short distance 
from the Union depot and its network 
of tracks. 


tunate people were run up yesterday 
and the work of clearing away the 
debris of the fire has commenced in 
all sections of the city. 
The exposure to which the women 
and children have been 
subjected 
since last Friday has had its effect 
and there are numbers reported ilL 
A dispensary has been established and 
the suffering will be relieved as much 
as is possible with the means at hand.

Sinking of Hour Shung a Creel Botchery— 
German Passenger* Given No Quarter. 


Sh a n g h a i, July 31.—No news of the 
hostilities in Corea can be obtained 
from Pekin.

affairs are accepted. 
The outlying 
battalions of the northern army are 
concentrating rapidly at Taku, the 
rendezvous from which the regiments 
embark for Corea. 
The work of preparing harbor de­ 
fenses here advances rapidly. 
Tor­ 
pedoes are being laid in the north 
channel at the entrance of the Yang- 
tse-Kiang. Great quantities of ammuni­ 
tion have been purchased by the gov­ 
ernment and are being collected at the 
ports for shipment. 
The exportation 
of rice and grain has been prohibited. 
Trade is paralyzed. 
The coasting 
steamers and small craft are afraid to 
leave the harbors. 
While everything 
looks and sounds like war, the Chinese 
officials continue to maintain that war 
has not been declared. 
The follow ing is the latest Chinese 
version of the sinking of the troopship 
Row Shung, chartered by China from 
the China Merchants’ 
Trading and 
Steamship company: 
When the Row Shung was over­ 
hauled by the Japanese cruiser, the 
latter sent a boat alongside the trans­ 
port, with a prize crew to convey her 
to Japan. 
The Japanese boarded the 
Row Shung and ordered her com­ 
mander, Capt 
Galsworthy, an En­ 
glishman, to proceed to Japan. 
Capt 
Galsworthy refused to obey this order 
and the Japanese withdrew to report 
to the commander of their cruiser. 
The latter then opened fire upon the 
transport, using the machine guns 
motfnted in the tops of the Japanese 
ship. 
This fire was so w ell directed 
that it soon cleared the Row Shung’s 
decks. 
The cruiser then discharged 
tw o torpedoes at the transport, sink 
ing her and drowning nearly all of 
her 2,000 souls on board. 
Cob 
Von Hanneken, a 
German, 
formerly the viceroy’s aide-de-camp, 
and a number of other foreign officers 
were among those killed by the fire 
from the tops of the cruiser before the 
torpedoes were discharged. 
A 
French warship, 
the 
Lion, 
steamed up as the transport sunk and 
succeeded in rescuing some of the un­ 
fortunate Chinese soldiers, but all the 
foreigners are reported to have been 
killed on board the Row Shnng, while 
returning 
the 
fire 
of 
the Jap­ 
anese, 
or else they were drowned 
by 
the 
sinking 
of 
the 
trans 
port. 
The Japanese are said to have 
behaved w ith 
an 
utter disregard 
for the laws of civilized warfare, by 
refusing to receive 
on board 
the 
drowning people who swam to the 
cruiser from the sinking transport 
A large Chinese army has crossed 
the northwestern frontier of Corea and 
is marching down the peninsula. 
A 
second army is being hastily equipped 
to follow the first army into Corea. 
P e k in , China, July 31.—The follow ­ 
ing is the Chinese official version of 
the engagem ent which recently took 
place between the Chinese and Jaj> 
anese fleets: 
‘T he collision between the Chinese 
and Japanese ships occured at the 
Prince Jerome gulf, in the inlet on 
which Asan is situated. The Japanese 
attacked 
the 
Chinese) 
vessels 
which were 
escorting the second 
and 
smaller 
division 
of 
troops 
dispatched 
from 
Taku 
to 
re­ 
inforce the Chinese army at Asan. 
The Japanese opened fire, the Chinese 
having strict orders not to fire unless 
they were attacked, or if the landing 
of the Chinese troops was opposed. 
The result of the action was that one 
Japanese ironclad was disabled by the 
Chinese battleship, Chen Yuen. 
The 
Row Shung, which was sunk by the 
Japanese, was a chartered transport 
flying the British flag.” 
No news has been received here of 
the loss of the Chinese warship Tsao- 
Kiang, said to have been captured by 
the Japanese. 
The Chinese and Jap­ 
anese ministers remain at their posts.

storm was accompanied by a cyclone 
which wrecked buildings, blew down 
large trees and destroyed much prop­ 
erty. 
Shortly before 5 o’clock in the after­ 
noon, when the thermometer regis­ 
tered IOO degrees in the shade, the 
first storm struck. 
In thirty minutes 
the mercury dropped 25 degrees, a 
heavy haze settled down over the city, 
the rain fell in torrents, and for forty­ 
five minutes lightning played abont 
the taUer buildings in the city and 
did much damage, several churches 
and residences being struck and one 
house set on fire. 
At Lake Massabesic, the wind de­ 
veloped into a cyclone. 
Eighteen or

wrecked and half that number nearly 
demolished. 
The end of a big dance 
hall was blown off, and the entire sec­ 
tion, abont 70 by 30 feet, wrecked. 
The rest of the buildings was moved 
from its foundations and much dam­ 
aged.

Accident to the Machinery at 
Norcross’ Plant 
Results 
Stopping of One Dynamo- 


Captain 
In the 
-Repairs 
Are Being 
Possible. 
Made As Rapidly as 


Captain Norcross has been very un­ 
fortunate so far with his illumination 
of the city streets by electric lights. 
The first obstiuction to be encountered 
in mid-summer was the heavy foliage 
of the shade trees. 
In many streets 
the twelve hundred-candle power arc 
lights might as well have been hung 
under a bushel as far as lighting more 
than the street corners where the 
light was suspended. 
Steps were 
taken to have the trees uniformly 
trimmed, so that the lights might 
have better effect.

17, 1736.

Boston 
harbor, 
and 
though he fought through th e revolu­ 
tionary w ar, he achieved no distinc­ 
tion such as in a fte r years was con- 
(ferred upon him as one of the dis­ 
guised m en in th e Boston tea party. 
He saw service in the w ar of 1812, 
and a fte r its close lived in New York 
1 state. 
In 1874 he w ent to Chicago.

He was a pensioner and the 
1 oldest man in Chicago, and a figure in 
I the celebrations of the town.

D uring the six m onths of the pres­ 
en t year, up to Ju ly I, only 495 m iles 
of new railroad w ere b uilt in this 
country. 
T h at is less th an for any 
previous half y ear for m any years. It 
is only a th ird of w hat w as b u ilt in a 
sim ilar period of 1891, 700 m iles less 
th an during the first half of 1892, and 
530 m iles below the first half of 1893. 
The to ta l track built in each of those 
years was 2,585 m iles in 1893, 4,010 
miles in 1892 and 4,012 m iles in 1891. 
U sually the proportion of new track 
laid in the first half of th e year is be­ 
tw een th irty and forty per cent of the 
to tal reported for the year. 
If past 
experience is to be repeated this year, 
this rep o rt of 495 m iles built m eans 
th a t only about 1,500 miles w ill be 
built in 1894, and such a low figure 
as th a t has not been reported since 
accurate 
records have been kept. 
B ut there is good reason to believe 
th a t the to tal of new railroad con­ 
stru cted in th e tw elve m onths w ill be 
larg er than the resu lt reported for 
the half year may seem to promise,
